of chapter 77 of the general statutes, "Of 
registration of births,marriages nnd deaths," 
with amendment providing that tho persons 
authorized and required in any town or city 
to obtain records of births, deaths, and 
marriagei, is entitled to havo the custody of 
a'l such records iu his own town or city. 
After somo discussion, the amendment reo- 
ommonded by tho committee was adopted, 
and tho bill passed in concurrence's amend- 
ed.
